A resolution directing the Secreta- 
ry of War to report whether certain 
Roads to which lands had been gran- 
ted had been paid for transportation 
of troops and supplies since 1866, was 
introduced and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Attairs. 

A large nomber of business men of 
all parts of the country petition for 
the repeal of the Bankrupt Law. 

Wood offered a resolution that the 
letter of the Secretary of War, with 
the accompanying reports relating to 
the defaleation, ete., of Gen. O. O. 
Howard, be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs with instrue- 
tions to report a resolution providing 
for the trial by court martial of any 
officers implicated thereby. 

Dawes, of Mass., moved to amend 
the resolution by striking out the 
Clause relative to instructions.

TheSpeaker 
marked that he was aboutto refer 
the communication to the Committee 
on Military affhirs. Wood said that 
he preferred, in view of the antece- 
dent history of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau and of Gen. Howard's con- 
nection with it, that there should be 
some instructions given to the Com- 
mittee. 

Hail, of New York, objected to the 
debate. The vote was taken on Mr. 
Dawes’ amendment and it was agreed 
to, yeas 174, nays 8&8. 

Dawes said that he did not desire 
to shield Gen. Howard, but he objec- 
ted to the resolution making state- 
mentsas facts before thehearing. It 
stated as a fact the defalcation of 
tien. Howard. He did not under- 
stand that there was any such thing 
in the papers. 

Wood—-The resolution — states 
as a fact what has been authenticated 
in two official documents sent here 
by the Secretary of War. I think 
we can well afford to stand on facts 
which the Administration declares to 
be tacts. If that gentleman, Dawes, 
goes back on the Administration I 
will not.’’ 

Dawes—No matter how strong the 
proof may appear, it is sufficient for 
us to use the words ‘alleged defalca-

W ood--The Secretary of War sub- 
mitted these documents to the Attor- 
ney General, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral gave his official opinion that 
General Howard was liable to be 
tried by court martial, and should be 
so tried, but there wassome technical 
difficulty owing to the lapse of time. 

Dawes—All that may be so, but the

_Seuerday, in the Senate, the Joint 
select Committee on the State Debt 
introduced a substitute for the vari- 
ous plans now before the Gene 
Assembly for the adjustment of the 
State debt. Definite action on the 
matter was postponed until Monday. 
The proposition is substantially as 


llows : 
ee million of coupon bonds are to 


be issued, dated July Ist, IS74, six r 
cent. interest, payable semi-annually 
to-wit : $300,000 July Ist, 194, anc 
succeeding July, 
cluding July Ist, 1916, the said bonis 
to be in denominations of 510), S500, 
and $1,000. Past due coupon Te- 
ceivable for State faxes at bonds 
exempt from all kinds of taxes in the 
State. The bonds to be used in ex- 
change for outstanding bonds and 
eertificates of State indebtedness, as 
follows: Bonds issued to build the | 
N. C. Railroads, with coupons due, | 
50 cents on the dollar; on all ante war | 
bonds, with accrued interest, 30 cents 
on the dollar; on all bonds issued since 
the close of the war (no special tax, ) 
inelading funding bonds issued un- 
der acts of the Legislature of 1866 and 
1868, and all accrued interest on the 
same, except $44,000 Penitentiary 
and interest on the same, 20 cents on 
the dollar. For the payment of inter- 
est on these bonds atax is to be lev- 
ied annually of 25 cents on the $100 
worth of all real and personal prop- 
erty. The Governor is empowered 
to appoint a Commissioner, when he 
shall deem it necessary, to aid the 
Treasurer in the negotiation of these 
bonds, 

Section 8 provides that in case the 
creditors refuse an exchange of bonds 
the money raised by the said tax 
shall be invested in United States 


bonds.

DeatH oF Hon. JAMeS L. G. 
BAaKER.—From the Mariana (Flori- 
da) Courier of the 4th inst. we find 
the following notice of the death of 
the above named ntleman.

Asa public man,he never 
violated a pledge nor obligation, and 
asa citizen always maintained a rep- 
utation for morality and uprightness. 
In hisdeath society loses an orna- 
ment, the county a good, law-abiding 
citizen andour community one of its 
worthiest members.
